The first book printed in the British American colonies—preceded only by a broad- 
side sheet and Pierce’s almanac—and the earliest specimen known to be extant of the 
typography’of Stephen Day, the first printer at Cambridge in New England. It was 
called the “‘ Bay Psalm Book” from Massachusetts Bay, and was afterwards known 
as the ‘New England Psalm Book.” The work of translation from the original 
Hebrew was commenced in 1636, and was the joint production of “the chief divines 
in the country,” including, perhaps, some contributions from Francis Quarles, che 
poet; but the chief care in its production was confided to the Rev. Thomas Welde, 
the Rev. John Eliot, and the Rev. Richard Mather, the latter of whom wrote the 
long preface, which closes with the following words: ‘Neither let any think, that 
for the meetre sake wee have taken liberty or poeticall licence to depart from the 
true and proper sence of Davids words in the hebrew verses, noe; but it hath beene 
one part of our religious care and faithfull indeavour, to keepe close to the originall 
text. ... wee have therefore done our indeavour to make a plaine and familiar trans- 
lation of the psalmes and words of David into english metre, and have not soe 
much as presumed to paraphrase to give the sense of his meaning in other words; 
we have therefore attended heerin as our chief guide the originall, shining all addi- 
tions, except such as even the best translators of them in prose supply, avoiding all 
material] detractions from words or sence. ... If therefore the verses are not alwayes so 
smooth and elegant as some may desire or expect; let them consider that Gods Altar 
needs not our pollishings: Ex. 20. for wee have respected rather a plaine translation, 
then to smooth our verses with the sweetnes of any paraphrase, and soe have attended 
Conscience rather then Elegance, fidelity rather then poetry, in translating the hebrew 
words into english language, and Davids poetry into english meetre; that soe wee may 
sing in Sion the Lords songs of prayse according to his owne will; untill hee take us 
from hence, and wipe away all our teares, & bid us enter into our masters ioye to sing 
eternall Halleluiahs.” ‘An admonition to the Reader,” at the end of the volume, 
states that “‘ The verses of these psalmes may be reduced to six kindes, the firat wherof 
may be sung in very neere fourty common tunes ; as they are collected, out of our chief 
musicians, by Tho. Ravenscroft.”

According to Thomas, the type used was Roman, of the size of small bodied English, 
entirely new. The punctuation is very bad, monosyllables being often divided at the 
ends of lines by hyphens, and polysyllables divided without them, and there are many 
typographical errors. For some unknown reason, the heading at the top of every left- 
hand page is printed “PSALM,” while on every right-hand page it is spelled and 
spaced ““PSALME.” A few words in Hebrew letters, which appear in the preface, 
may have been cut for the occasion on wood or on metal, as they evidently do not 
belong to any regular font of Hebrew type. Nine copies of this remarkable book are 
known to be extant, five of which were at one time in the ‘New England Library” 
of the Rev. Thomas Prince. They are distributed as follows: (1) The Bodleian 
Library at Oxford, bequeathed with Bishop Tanner’s books in 17353 (2) the Lenox 
Library, bought at the sale of the residue of Mr. Pickering’s books at Sotheby’s, Jan. 
t2th, 1855 (in lot 534); (3) the John Carter Brown Library, originally Richard 
Mather’s copy, afterwards in the Prince Library, and sold at Dr. Shurtleff’s sale in 
1876, to C. Fiske Harris for $1,025; (4) Cornelius Vanderbilt of New York, from 
the Prince Library, and successively in the possession of Edward A. Crowninshield, 
Henry Stevens, and George Brinley, at whose sale, in 1879, it brought $1,200; (5) 
Mrs. George Livermore of Cambridge, Mass., from the Prince Library; (6) the Amer- 
ican Antiquarian Society, at Worcester, lacking title-page and last leaf; (7 and 8) the 
Prince collection in the Boston Public Library, two copies, both slightly imtperfect ; 


(9) Harvard College Library, at Cambridge, Mass., lacking the first six and the last 
three leaves.

This is a mere reprint of the first edition, including the preface, and “‘ An admoni- 
tion to the Reader” on page 274. It is in smaller type, and much better printed than 
the edition of 1640, with some changes and corrections in the spelling and punctua- 
tion. It may have been printed at Cambridge, N. E., by Stephen Day—perhaps by 
Matthew Day—but some experts have supposed that it was really printed in England. 
Only two copies are known to be extant, one of which was sold at Mr. Brinley’s sale, 
in 1879, for $435.

The type 
used in this and the two following editions is a well shaped nonpareil letter, which does 
not appear in any work known to have been printed in this country at that time. Dr. 
J. H. Trumbull writes: “Mr. Usher went to England in the autumn of 1657, charged 
with matters of business for the Commissioners of the United Colonies. Not improb- 
ably, this edition of the Psalms was printed, or contracted for, when he was in Lon- 
don.”” Mr. Haven (“‘Ante-Revolutionary Catalogue,” p. 8,) says: ‘It is possible 
that Mr. Usher ordered copies printed at Cambridge in England to be bound up with 
the small Bibles printed there and elsewhere for the New England market. Other 
copies with the same imprint, varying slightly in size, and with some changes in the 
spelling of words in the text are met with. ... Mr. Thomas's copy {of the following 
edition] was bound with a Bible printed at Cambridge, England, by Roger Daniel, 
1648. The Psalms are similarly associated with Bibles printed in other places and of 
other dates.” The only copy of this edition that I know of was sold at the Brinley 
sale for $90, and is now in the library of Brown University at Providence.

The copy described above is 
bound with a small Bible with the imprint: Printed| By Roger Daniel, Printer to| The 
Universitie of | Cambridge |1648.| Another copy in the Lenox Library, which lacks all 
after page 94, but is otherwise in fine condition, was purchased at the sale of Mr. 
E. B. Corwin’s books in New York in 1856 (No. 2445), and afterwards catalogued by 
Mr. Henry Stevens (“ Nuggets,” No. 2256) at £10 103. The copy in the library of 
the American Antiquarian Society at Worcester lacks portions of pages 91-94, and 
all after, and has the last word in the imprint correctly spelled Boston. It contains 
the following manuscript note on a fly leaf: «*N. B. This copy was originally bound 
up with a Bible printed in England, from which I took it. I suppose this was printed 
in 1665, and in this form to bind up with small Bibles printed in England for New 
England.—I. Thomas.” Mr. Thomas, who supposed from the imprint that it was 
printed in this country, gives the following account of the book: ‘‘ This was, I believe, 
the third edition of the New England Version of the Psalms after it had been revised 
and improved by president Dunster, &c., and the fifth, including all the former editions. 
I have a complete copy of this edition [with 100 pages], but the name of the printer, 
and the year in which it was printed, are not mentioned. It is calculated by being 
printed in a smal] page, with a very small type, to bind up with English editions of the 
pocket Bible; and, as the printing is executed by a good workman, and is the best that 
I have seen from the Cambridge press, I conclude, therefore, it could not be printed by 
Green before the arrival of Marmaduke Johnson in 1660; I have no doubt it was 
printed under Johnson’s care; and, probably, soon after the Indian Bible came from the 
press in 1663. ... Although in this edition the typography far exceeds in neatness any 
other work then printed in the country, it is very incorrect; but this might have been 
more the fault of the corrector of the press, than of the printer. My belief that it 
was published about the year 1664, or 1665, is confirmed by its being printed for 
Hezekiah Usher, the only bookseller that I can find an account of at that time in New 
England. ... It is a curious fact, that nonpareil types were used so early in this country ; 
I have not seen them in any other book printed either at Cambridge, or Boston, before 
the revolution ; even brevier types had been but seldom used in the printing houses in 
Boston, earlier than 1760. The nonpareil used for the Psalms was new, and a very 
handsome faced letter.” —History of Printing, second edition, 1. 69.

I am indebted to the late Mr. John A. Lewis, of Boston, for the following account 
of this edition: ‘The work here described is bound with Canne’s Bible, which Bible is 
without place or printer’s name, but is dated 1682.

531) says: ‘an edition was on sale in England at the commencement of the nineteenth

Concerning this appendix, I have received the fol- 
lowing note from Dr. Moore of the Lenox Library : 

“J have found notices of two editions of the Bay Psalm Book not included in your 
list. Cotton Mather has left the record in his own hand that on the ‘24 3m [1699] 
There is printing a New Edition of the Psalm Book. In every former edition that 
excellent portion of Scripture, the 26th chapter of Isaiah was in such a metre, that few 
of of Churches could sing. Whereupon I this day, took a few minutes to turn it into 
another metre, with perhaps a smoother and sweeter version. So "tis published in the 
psalm book and tho this were but a small action, yett I felt a Great Comfort when I 
thought, that the praises of God would bee the more sung, throughout this Wilderness, 
for any of my poor Endeavours.’ I have not met with this edition, but in the Lenox 
copy of the Boston edition of 1706, which you have described, pp. 360-369 contain an 
‘Appendix. Some Essays to fit that. Excellent portion of Prophetick Scripture, in the 
Twenty-sixth Chapter of Isaiah, unto the Tunes more commonly used in our Psalmody.’ 
Two versions are given of the chapter, one the ‘First Meeter. 8 & 8, the other 
“Second Meeter, Usual.’ These are followed by ‘A Specimen taken out of a New 
Version of the Psalms of David, Composed by Nich. Brady, and Nahum Tate’—being 
the Psalms Lxxxm. and cxxxvi1. An advertisement in Clough’s Almanac for 1706 states 
that ‘There is now in Press and may speedily be published a New Edition of the Mew 
England Psalm Book: Printed with a New Fair Character, and on good fine Paper: with 
a New Sett of most Common Tunes more free from Errors than heretofore.’ [The 
second edition of Boone’s Military Discipline is mentioned also, and] ‘These two Printed

The title is surrounded by an elaborately engraved border, and followed on verso by 
an epistle, “ Venerando in Christo, F. Augustino lustiniano,” from “ Iacobus Antiqua- 
rius” of Milan, dated “ Mediolani. viii. Kalef. Aprilis. m.p. vi.,” suggesting the plan 
of the work. The preface, addressed to Pope Leo x., in Latin, Greek, Hebrew, 
Arabic and Chaldee, fills five pages (Aii recto to Aiiii recto), and is dated at Genoa, 
“Cal. Aug,” 1516. The Psalms commence on the verso of Aiiii and recto of Av, 
and are arranged in eight columns as follows: 1, Hebrew; 2, a Latin translation of 
the same; 3, the Latin vulgate; 4, Greek; 5, Arabic; 6, the Chaldee paraphrase ; 
7, a Latin translation of the same; 8, the Scholia. The colophon, in six languages, 
is on the verso of 35 and recto of 56, and is followed by the printer's mark, under- 
neath which is: “ Petrus Paulus Porrus Medio|lanensis, Taurini degens.” The verso 
of 26 is blank. 

Said to be the earliest polyglot of the Scriptures in which each language was printed 
in its proper characters. It was edited and published at the expense of Agostino Gius-- 
tiniani, Bishop of Nebbio, who labored for ten years on the work. Two thousand 
copies were printed, of which fifty were on vellum. The volume has a special interest 
for the American scholar and collector on account of what is supposed to be the earliest 
printed biography of Columbus, which is given in the scholia on Psalm xix. 4, com- 
mencing on the recto of C7 and ending on the recto of D1. It begins: ‘ Et in fines 
mundi uerba eorum, Saltem téporibus nostris qb> mirabili ausu Christophori columbi 
genuensis, alter pene orbis repertus est christianorumq3 cetui aggregatus,” etc. In this 
sketch of the life and vayages of his fellow-townsman, Bishop Giustiniani gives an 
interesting account of the discovery of the new world, and states some facts not men- 
tioned elsewhere. The text, with a translation, is printed in Harrisse’s ** Notes on 
Columbus,” and a translation will also be found in the “Christian Examiner” for Sep- 
tember, 1858, and in the “ Historical Magazine,” v1. 361-3. See also Harrisse, “ Bib.

This I believe to be an error, as the apparent 
omission or loss of a leaf between signatures a and b occurs in all the copies that I 
know of, and is not an imperfection. Mr. Murphy’s copy sold for $26. Priced by 
Leclerc, 1878, 150 francs; Henry Stevens & Son, 1885, £10 10s. The above trans- 
lation of Ptolemy’s Geography was made from the original Greek, and dedicated to 
Pope Alexander v. about the year 1409. For more than a century after it was first 
printed, and during the most important period of maritime discovery, the work was 
considered to be the highest authority on the subject of geography in general; and it 
- was frequently augmented by supplementary maps and descriptive text, illustrating the 
progress of the science and the gradual discovery of the American shores. This edition, 
and several of the following, are included in order to make the list more complete. 
For the purpose of comparison they are all entitled to a place in an American library.

The prefatory dedication to Pope Sixtus rv., with the heading “ Clavdii Ptholemei

second leaf, and ends on the verso of the sixty-ninth leaf with the colophon and regis- 
ter.

This remarkable edition contains the first printed atlas, and the first collection of 
miaps engraved on copper. It may also claim the honor of containing the earliest 
known specimens of copperplate engraving for books, although that distinction has 
been often awarded to Antonio Bettini’s “‘ Monte sancto di Dio,” printed at Florence 
in 1477, which is indeed the earliest with a date. The maps are the finest that 
appeared in any of the early editions: They were commenced about the year 1472 by 
Conrad Sweynheym, the first printer in Rome, who spent nearly three years in super- 
vising the engraving. The work was not completed and published, however, until 
1478, several years after his death. The preface gives the following account of the 
origin and progress of the edition: ‘ Qua in re ne librariorum inscitia tue Sanctitatis 
aures offenderet. Domitius Calderinus Veronensis cui hyius emendationis prouintia 
demAdata fuerat eam cura suscepit afferens cum uetustissimo greco manu gemisti Philo- 
sophi emendato latinos codices se collocaturuz Magister uero Conradus Suueynheym 
Germanus a quo formandorii Rome liororii ars primal profecta est. Occasione hinc 
sumpta posteritati consulens animum primum ad hanc doctrinam capescendam applicuit. 
Subinde mathematicis adhibitis uiris qaemadmodum tabulis eneis imprimerentur edocuit. 
trienniog in hac cura consnmpto [sic] diem obiit. In cuius uigiliara: laborumq3 par- 
tem no inferiori ingenio ac studio Arnoldus Buckinck e Germania uir apprime eruditus 
ad imperfectum opus succedens ne Domitii Conradiq; obitu eorum uigilie emédationes- 
que sine testimonio perirent neve uirort eruditera: censuram fugerent immense subtili- 
tatis machinamenta examussim ad unum perfecit,” etc. The maps, originally designed 
by Agathodemon of Alexandria in the fifth century or earlier, were copied from the 
Greek manuscript of Ptolemy preserved at Vienna, with the addition of some names 
from the text, and a Latin translation of the Greek inscriptions. They are each in 
two plates, printed (with one exception) on leaves of separate sheets, which are placed 
face to face in pairs, and arranged in six gatherings of four sheets each, and one of 
three sheets at the end, comprising 54 leaves in all. The inscriptions were not 
engraved, but were made with a punch and mallet. A specimen facsimile is given in 
Dibdin’s “ Bibliotheca Spenceriana,” 1v. 538. They were reprinted, from the same 
plates, in the Roman editions of 1490 and 1507-8. The “ Registrum folioram huius 
libri,” printed on the final page, fails to mention one of the sheets in the last gathering 
beginning with the word diem, which may account for the error of Laire (“Specimen 
Typographize Romane,” p. 241) in stating that the volume is complete in 68 folios. 
From the title given by Graesse it would seem that in some copies the word picturts 
in the eighth line of the colophon was spelled pictsvris. It is one of the rarest and 
most valuable of all the editions. Mr. Perkins’s copy sold in 1873 for £80. Priced

52. (marked Ta- 
bvla 26). Bernhart (cited by Hoffmann, “ Lexicon Bibliographicum™) describes a 
copy in which the first three of the African maps were differently arranged and num- 
bered. The paper on which the text was printed has three different water-marks = a 
horseshoe, a sort of three-fingered hand with a rod bearing a cross, and what was per- 
haps intended for a flower. The paper of the maps is much thicker and stronger, and 
has the water-mark of a crown. The twenty-six maps were very rudely engraved on 
copper or some other soft metal, and differ considerably in style from those in the edition 
of 1478,:but are arranged nearly in the same order, and may be classed with them 
among the carliest examples of the art of engraving. A specimen facsimile is given in 
Didin’s “Bibliotheca Spenceriana,” 1, 300. They aiso contain figures of ships, which 
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-do not appear on those in the 1478 edition. According to Heinecken (‘“Idée Générale 
dune Collection d’Estampes,” pp. 145-6) the zigzag lines representing the water were 
similar to those made by silversmiths on their wares, showing that they must have been 
the-work of some such artist. In the prefatory note to the maps, the editor refers to 
“ mirifica imprimendi tales tabulas ratio,” and characterises the discovery of the art of 
engraving as not less praiseworthy than that of printing. 

The date of 1462 is certainly an error, as printing was not introduced in Bologna 
until 1471; besides, no specimens of the typography of Dominicus De Lapis are 
known dated earlier than 1476 nor later than 1482. According to Audiffredi (‘¢ Spe- 
cimen Hist.-Crit. Edit. Ital.,” pp. 13, 35) the same type, evidently new, appears in 
Galeottus Martius ‘“ Refvtatio Obdiectorvm in librvm de Homine,” and in Benedictus 
de Nursia “ Opus ad sanitatis cdservationem,” printed by De Lapis at Bologna in 1476 
and 1477 respectively; and a comparison of these two works with the Ptolemy proves 
that the latter must have been printed several years later, as the type used in it is some- 
what worn and damaged, while a number of improvements are evident in the use of 
initial letters, signatures and register, and also in the presswork. Moreover, Philippus 
Beroaldus, the editor of the work, was not born until 1453; and probably the first 
book edited by him, * Lvtii Flori Gestorvm Romanorvm epithoma,” was printed at 
Parma about 1473, during his residence in that city. He was certainly at Bologna in 
1482, and remained there until his death in 1505. From these facts it would seem 
probable that the book was printed about the year 14823 and this opinion was adopted 
by Raidelius, Meerman, Heinecken, Anudiffredi, Panzer, Dibdin, Hoffmann, Hain, and 
others, and has been followed by most modern bibliographers. The error has been 
explained by supposing that the letters “xx”? may have dropped out accidentally, or 
been misplaced in the line below. Bernhart (in Aretin, “ Beytrage,”) suggested the 
year 1480, which is also worthy of consideration. De Bure (“ Bibliographie Instruc- 
tive,” No. 4192) and Gamba (‘Osservazioni”), relying mainly on the appearance of 
the typography and the engraving of the maps, proposed the year 1472 as the true date. 
Breitkopf (“ Ueber den Druck der geograph. Charten,” p. 6) supposed that an $61” 
might have been put in by mistake instead of an 1,” and that the date was intended 
to read M.cccc.LxL., i.e. 1491. The uncertainty of the date, and the facet that the 
maps were among the earliest printed—being the first of the kind produced at Bologna 
—have together rendered this volume famous; and it is now the rarest of all the edi- 
tions.

The dedication, “ Beatissimo Patri Pavlo Se|cvndo Pontifici Maximo,|Donis Nicolavs 
Germanys,” containing a large ornamental woodcut of the letter N, representing the 
presentation of the book to the pope, begins on the recto of the first leaf, and is fol- 
lowed on the verso of the second leaf by the text in double columns, with 44 lines in 
a full column, which ends on the verso of, the sixty-ninth leaf with “ Hinc seqvatyr 
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tabvle.” The 32 double-page woodcut maps, sometimes colored, are on separate sheets, 
each with a page or two of descriptive text printed on the back within ornamental 
woodcut borders, and arranged in the following order: a map of the world according 
to Ptolemy; Prima Evrope Tabvla (Hibernia, and Albion Insvla Britannica); Secwnda 
Evrope Tabvla (Hispania) ; a modern map of Hispania ; Tercia Evrope tabula ( Gallia) ; 
a modern map of Frantia; Qvarta Evrope tabula (Magna Germnia); a modern map of 
Engronelant, norbegia, suetiague et gottia occidentalis; Qvinta Evrope Tabula (Recia, Vin- 
delitia, Noricum, Pannonia Inferior, and Dalmatia); Sexta Evrope Tabvla (Italia); a 
modern map of Stalia; Septima Evrope tabula (Sardinia and Sicilia) ; Octava Evrope 
tabula (Sarmatia Evrope); Nona Evrope Tabula (Jasyes Metanaste, Datia, Tratia, and 
Misia Inferior); Decima Evrope tabula (Macedonia, Epirvs, Achaia, and Peloponesus) ;

intra Imaum Mon., Bactriana, Sogdiana, and Sacha Regio); Octava Asie Tabula (Scitbia 
extra Imavm, and Serica Regio); Nona Asie Tabula (ria, Paropamisvs, Drangiana, 
Arachosia, and Gedrosia); Decima Asie Tabula (India intra Gangem); Vndecima Asie 
tabula (India extra Gangem, and Sina Regio); and Dvodecima et vitima Asie tabula 
(Taprobana Insvl.). The last map fills but one page, and the following leaf contains 
on the recto two columns of text printed from booktype, and ends on the verso, in the 
second column, with the colophon. The map of the world is inscribed at the top 
Insculptum est per Fobanné. Schnitzer de Armszbeim. These maps were redrawn, cor- 
rected and improved, some time between 1464 and 1471, by Nicolaus Donis, a Bene- 
dictine monk of the convent of Reichenbach in Bavaria, who dedicated the work to 
Pope Paul 1. He also added the five modern maps, one of which contains the first 
printed representation of Greenland, laid down as a peninsula of northern Europe under 
the name of Engronelant. South of this the same name is also given to a province or 
country adjoining norbegia. The copy described above is in the Lenox Library. 
Bernhart (in Aretin, “ Beytrage,” v. 531) as cited by Hoffmann, describes in detail 
two varieties of this edition, in one of which the recto of the colophon leaf was printed 
from a woodcut block with the last map, while in the other the same page was printed 
from movable types. The pages of descriptive text on the backs of the maps also dif- 
fered in style and arrangement, and the ornamental woodcut borders surrounding them 
were of a different pattern. In other respects, however, the two impressions were alike, 
even to the typographical error Imprssum in the colophon. According to Panzer, 
Brunet and Van Praet, an index and a brief treatise, both written by Donis, were after- 
wards added to some copies. The index in 29 leaves was prefixed to the volume, 
beginning on the verso of the first leaf, recto blank, with “ Nota ad inveniendum 
igitur regiones,” and followed on the recto of the second leaf by “ Registrvm Alpha- 
beticvm|svper octo libros Ptolo|mei incipit feliciter,” which ends on the recto of the 
twenty-ninth leaf, verso blank. The treatise in’17 leaves was placed after the maps, 
beginning on the verso of the first leaf, recto blank, with “ Incipit Registrum,” and 
followed on the recto of the second leaf by ‘* De locis ac mirabilibvs mvn|di: et primo 
de tribvs orbis|partibvs,” which ends on the seventeenth leaf. These 46 leaves were 
printed in double columns and in smaller type, with 56 or 57 lines in a full column, 
and do not belong to the edition of 1486, as suggested by Graesse, Hoffmann, and 
others, but differ considerably in typography from those in that edition. At least a 
dozen copies are known printed on vellum, one of which—that in the Rhediger library 
at Breslau—omits the name of the engraver from the top of the first map, and also 
the names of the place and printer in the colophon, which ends with « Kalendas. xv.” 
Below this a former owner had written with a pen the word Romae, which gave rise to 
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the erroneous belief in a Roman edition of 1482, which is discussed by Audiffredi in 
his “ Specimen Hist.-Crit. Edit. Ital.,” pp. 252-4. Mr. Murphy’s copy sold for $85, 
and a set of the maps only, printed on vellum, was priced by Mr. Quaritch in 1885 at

The dedication, ‘‘ Beatissimo Patri Pavlo Se|cvndo Pontifici 
Maximo.|Donis Nicolavs Germanys,” with the elaborate woodcut initial (as in the pre- 
ceding edition), begins on the recto of sig. a1, and is followed on the next leaf by the 
text in double columns, with 44 lines in a full column, which ends on the verso of i8, 
second column, with “ Hinc seqvvntvr Tabvle.” The 32 double-page woodcut maps, 
sometimes colored, comprise one of the world, fourteen of Europe, four of Africa, and 
thirteen of Asia. They are the same as those in the preceding edition, having been 
printed from the same blocks; but the pages of descriptive text, printed on the recto of 
the first leaf of each, differ in typographical arrangement from both of the two impres- 
sions of 1482, and are not surrounded by borders. The second leaf of the final map 
also contains one column of text, printed from a woodcut block, but the verso is blank. 
The treatise of Donis begins on the verso of sig. A1, recto blank, with “ Incipit Re- 
gistrum,” followed on the recto of the next leaf (Az) by “De locis ac mirabilibvs | 
mvndi.

The “Registrvm Alphabeticvm,” which begins on the recto of sig. A2, fills sixty- 
seven unnumbered pages, dnd is followed on the verso of Es by the text in double 
columns, with 52 lines in a full column, which ends on the verso of N8 with an epistle 
from Beneventanus to Baduarius. The planisphere begins on the recto of O1, with 
“*Cvm sit possibile O Sire,” and ends with the colophon on the recto, and the privilege 
of Pope Julius m. on the verso, of O7. The privilege is dated at Rome “ Die. xxvurt 
Tulii. m.p.vi.” Sig. O8 is blank. The 34 double-page copperplate maps, sometimes 
colored, comprise two of the world, fifteen of Europe, four of Africa, and thirteen of 
Asia. With the exception of the new map of the world, they are the same as those 
in the preceding edition. The treatise of Donis begins with “ Incipit Registrum” on 
the recto, and ** De locis ac mirabilibvys mvn|di. Et primo de tribvs orbis|partibys” on 
the verso, of sig. Aar, and ends on the recto of Cc4, verso blank. ‘The treatise of 
Beneventanus, preceded by another dedicatory epistle by Tosinus and an epistle by the 
author on sig. a1, begins on the recto of a2 with “ Marci Biiuétani Monachi Celestine 
cOgregationis Mathematici orbis noua descriptio,” and ends on the recto of b&8 with the 
register, verso blank. 

A reissue of the preceding edition, with a new title-page, and the addition of the 
“orbis noua descriptio” of Beneventanus in fourteen leaves, and Ruysch’s map of the 
world. The treatise of Beneventanus contains accounts of the discoveries in the new 
world in Cap. viii., “De nauigatide a Lusitanis nouiter instaurata qua in Indicii naui- 
gat” pelagus,” on the verso of sig. b3, and in Cap. xiiij., “ De Tellure qua ti Lusitani: 
ti coltibus obseruauere qué Midi appellat Nout,” on b6 verso and b7 recto. The 
principal feature of this edition, however, consists in the remarkable new map of the 
world designed on the conical projection by Johann Ruysch, a German, who had visited 
the American shores. It is éntitled in a scroll at the top “ Vniversalior cogniti orbis 
tabvla, ex recentibvs confecta observationibvs,” and contains the first printed delineation 
of the newly discovered lands. A large portion of the southern continent is laid down 
by itself as Terra sancte crucis sive Mundus novvs, with at least twenty-eight names 
along the northern and eastern shores, and the following inscription in a scroll on the 
western side: ‘* Hvcvsqve navte Hispani vérvt et hanc terram propter eivs | magnitvdi- 
nem Mvndvm Novvm appellarvnt qvia vero|eam totaliter non viderynt nec vsqve in 
tempore|hoc longivs qv ad h¥c terminy perlvstrarvnt ideo|his iperfecta reliqvit™ pserti 
cv nesciatur qvo vergitvr.” Another inscription in the center closes with the statement 
that “ Avehvntvr hinc a Lvsitanis ligna Brasi alias verzini et cassiae ;"’ and a third one 
below this reads: “ Naytae Lvsitani partem hanc terre hvivs | observarvt et vsqve ad 
elevationem | poli antarctici . 50 . gradvwm_ pervenervnt |nondv tamen ad civs finem 
avstriny.” North of this continent are the islands Spagnola, Antilia Insula, Moferrato, 
Matinina, La Dominica, Tamaraqva, etc., and west of them a portion of a larger island 
(Cuba) with seven names along the coast and on the western border the inscription 
ue Five vsq naves Ferdinadi|Regis Hispanie pvenervt.” Due north of all these, Grwen- 
Janta is tepresented as the northeastern extremity of Asia, with Sinws Grvenlantevs off 
the coast; and below this another Asiatic peninsula inscribed Jerra Nowa, with several 
coast names, exhibiting the results of Cabot’s discoveries, There are two varieties of 
this map, one of which does not contain the words Plisacus Sinvs off the eastern coast 
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of Asia. It is sometimes found inserted in the edition of 1507, and also separately. 
A facsimile is given in Stevens’s ‘‘ Historical and Geographical Notes.”” Several sets of 
the maps were struck off on vellum. Mr. Murphy’s copy sold for $180.

The version is that of Jacobus Angelus, edited and remodeled by Bernardus Sylvanus 
of Eboli, an eminent geographer of the time. A poem with the heading “ Ioannes 
Aurelius Augurellus” fills the verso of the title-page. The dedication, ‘ Bernardus 
Syluanus Eboliensis: ad Illustrissimum Andream Mathevm. Aqvaevivvm Adriz Du- 
cem,” occupies the upper part of the next page, and is followed below by “ Bernardi 
Syluani Eboliésis anotationes in Ptholemzi geographiam,” which are continued on the 
next four pages. The table of contents fills the verso of the fourth leaf. The text in 
double columns, with 60 lines in a full column, begins on the recto of sig. A1, and 
ends on the recto of 18, verso blank, with the colophon and register. The title-page, 
initials, captions, and leading names in the text were printed in red. The 28 double- 
page woodcut maps comprise one of the world, ten of Europe, four of Africa, twelve of 
Asia, and one modern map of the world. The ancient maps are arranged in the same 
order as those in the preceding editions, but were largely altered and improved. The 
inscriptions on the maps were printed from book-type—the names of countries, seas, 
etc., in red, and those of towns in black. The new general map, drawn on the heart- 
shaped projection, is not found in all copies. It was printed on a separate sheet, and 
apparently added after the book had been completed. It contains the first printed 
delineation of any portion of the North American continent, under the names of regalis 
domus (i. e. Cortereal?) and terra Jaboratorus—the former as a fragmentary coast line 
and the latter as a large island. Below these are ispaniar insu., terra cube, and a part of 
the southern continent with the inscription Terra sanctae crucis. Greenland (engrone/at) 
is put down as a part of northern Europe. Some copies of the work were printed on 
vellum. Mr. Murphy’s copy sold for $95. Priced by Leclerc, 1878, 500 francs;

On the verso of the title-page is an epistle from Ioannes Franciscus Picus Mirandula 
dated “ Noui quarto Calendas Septemb. Anno a partu virginis Mpvur.” The dedica- 
tion to the emperor by Jacobus Eszler and Georgius Ubelin, “Dati Argentine sub 
Anni Dai m p xim. Marcij. xv.,” fills the recto of the next leaf, and is followed on the 
verso by the table of contents. The text in double columns, with 66 lines in a full 
column, begins on the third leaf with folio 5 (sig. Br), and ends on the recto of folio 
60 (sig. L2), on the verso of which the index begins. This fills twenty-eight unnum- 
bered pages in treble columns, and ends on the recto of sig. N6._ A note “Ad Lecto- 
rem,” an epistle from Lilius Gregorius Ziraldus to Philesius, and the first colophon, 
occupy the verso of N6. The 27 woodcut maps of the ancient series are each on two 
leaves, excepting the last (Taprobana), which is on a single leaf. They comprise the 
map “Generale Ptholemei,” ten of Europe, four of Africa, and twelve of Asia. The 
20 modern maps were also engraved on wood, and are each on two leaves (with one 
exception), comprising: Orbis Typvs Vniversalis ivxta Hydrographorvm Traditionem ; 
Tabvla Terre Nove; Tabvla Nova Hibernie Anglie et Scotie; Tabvla Moderna et 
Nova Hispanie; Tabvla Moderna Gallie; Tabvla Moderna Germanie; Tabvla Mo- 
derna Sarmatie Evr. sive Hvyngarie Polonie Rvssie Prvssie et Vvalachie; Tabvla 
Moderna Norbegie et Gottie ; Tabvla Moderna et Nova Italie ac Sicilie; Tabvla Mo- 
derna Italie ; Tabvla Moderna Bossine Servie Gretiae et Sclavonie; Tabvla Moderna 
Prime Partis Aphricae; Tabvla Moderna Secvnde Porcionis Aphrice; Tabvla Nova

Neoterica Crete sive Candie Insvle; and Lotharingia. The last is on a single leaf, sur- 
rounded by escutcheons and handsomely printed in three colors, with the final colophon 
printed on the lower margin. The arrangement of the maps differs in some copies. 
The treatise of Donis “ De locis ac mirabilibvs mvndi,” with the heading ‘ Locorvm 
ac mirabilivm mvndi descriptio,” begins on the recto of sig. a1, and ends on the recto 
of cs, the verso of which contains the “Index Capitum.” The last leaf (sig. c6) is 
blank. 

This grand and important edition was commenced by the Saint-iDié geographer Mar- 
tin Waltzemiiller (** Hylacomylus”) about the year 1505, partly at the expense of Duke 
René of Lorraine, who also contributed the celebrated ‘ Hydrographia”’ or Admiral’s 
map. Mathias Ringmann (“ Philesius”) was also employed on the work. The modern 
maps were prepared by Waltzemiiller, and most of them—perhaps all—engraved as 
early as 1507. The completion of the text, however, was delayed; and in 1508 all of 
the material passed into the hands of Jacobus Eszler and Georgius Ubelin, two promi- 
nent citizens of Strassburg, who edited and finally published the work in 1513, assum- 
ing the entire credit of the undertaking. Under their care, assisted by Ringmann, the 
version of Angelus was compared with an important Greek manuscript furnished by 
Mirandula, the Greek names of places were added, and the text revised and corrected 
throughout. The title to the Supplement contains on the verso a preface “Ad Lecto- 
rem” in 39 lines, which gives the following interesting information relative to the new 
map of the world (“Orbis Typvs”), and the “‘Tabvla Terre Nove,” both of which 
first appeared in this edition: “Charta auté Marina, quam Hydrographiam vocant, per 
Admiralem quondam serenissi. Portugalie regis Ferdinandi, ceteros deniq3 lustratores 
verissimis pagratidibus lustrata: ministerio Renati dum vixit, nunc pie mortui Ducis 
illustriss. Lotharingie liberalius prelographationi tradita est.” The evident mistake in 
either the name of the country or king renders this reference uncertain, but it has been 
generally applied to Columbus, and also with some degree of probability to Vespuccius, 
whose voyages had already been translated and published by Waltzemiiller. The first 
of the two maps includes an outline of the northeastern part of the South American 
continent with five names along the coast, the islands isabella and spagned/a, and another 
fragmeatary coast line. Gronland forms the northwestern extremity of Europe. The 
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other (“Tabvla Terre Nove”) is one of the earliest printed maps devoted entirely to 
the new world. It represents the coast in a continuous line from C. del mar usiano in 
North Lat. 55°, to Rio de cananor in South Lat. 35°, with about sixty-one other names 
along and off the shores; and also the islands of Isabella and Spagnolla, with nearly 
twenty other islands and places named. On the southern continent is the inscription : 
“ Hiec terra cum adiacentib9 insulis inuenta est per Columbi| ianuensem ex mandato 
Regis Castelle,” and below it, Terra Incognita. The “Tabvla Moderne Norbegia et 
Gottie” includes Engronelandt and Engronelad. The map of Lorraine was the first 
printed of that Duchy, and is considered by some critics as the earliest known specimen 
of printing in colors. In some copies all of the maps were colored by hand. The type 
used in the text is said to be the same as that used in the “Cosmographiz Introductio” 
of 1507. The statement made by Bernhart (in Aretin, “ Beytrage,” v.) that the final 
colophon was dated 1512, may be explained by the fact that the figure “3” is of a 
peculiar shape and might be easily mistaken for a “2.” Copies of this edition are also 
in the Lenox Library, and in the Brown Library at Providence.

The text of Ptolemy begins on the recto of 
a4 and ends on the verso of bs. The paraphrase and annotations of Joannes Werner 
begin on the recto of b6 and end on g4 with the date “Anno salutis humanz.

This is followed by Werner’s treatise ‘de quatuor aliis planis 
terrarum orbis descriptionibus,” sig. g5 to h4; another treatise by Werner, sig. hs to i2;

tint and usually colored. The preface by Ubelin, and the table, fill both sides of the 
following leaf. The text in double columns, with 65 lines in a full column, begins on 
the recto of sig. Aiij with folio 1, and ends on the recto of Kiij, misnumbered folio 54. 
The colophon is printed on the verso of folio 54 (sig. Kii)) within a border like that 
on the title-page. The 47 woodcut maps are each on double leaves, with the exception 
of the first (Lotbaringia) and twenty-eighth (Taprobana), and were evidently printed 
from the same blocks as those in the edition of 1513. They comprise “ Lotharingia”

The title (verso blank) was printed in red and black within an ornamental woodcut 
border. The prefatory epistle from Aucuparius to Laurentius Phrisius, the editor, dated 
“ Argentoraci ex Edibus nostris Die. x. Mensis Ianuarij. Anno Chri. m. p. xxij.,” begins 
on the recto of sig. Az and ends on the verso with the privilege. The index of places, 
“Registrvm Alphabeticv,” begins on sig. A3 (folio 3), and fills 18 leaves, followed 
by two leaves containing the list of errata and table of contents. The text in double 
columns, with 55 lines in a full column, begins on sig. Gr (folio 37), and ends on the 
verso of R6, recto blank, with the table of maps. Book viii of the text was continued 
on the backs of the maps, with additions by the editor. The pages of text and the 
maps are surmounted by scrolls for the headings, and the map descriptions are surrounded 
by borders. The 50 woodcut maps are each on two leaves, with one exception, and 
comprise ten of Europe, four of Africa, twelve of Asia, Generale Ptho., and the follow- 
ing modern maps: Tabvla Ter. Novae; Tabvla Nova Hiberniae Angliae et Scotiae; 
Tab. Mo. Hispa.; Ta. Mode. Galie.; Tab. Mo. Germa.; Tabv. Moderna Hyngariae, 
Poloniae, Rvssiae, Prvssiae, et Valachiae; ‘lab. Nova Norbegiae et Gottiae, with a map 
of “ Lotharingia” on the verso of its second leaf; Tabv. No. Italiae; Tab. Mo. Italike 
Corsice et Sardinie; Tabvla Moder. Bossinae, Serviae, Gretiae et Sclavoniae; Tabv. Mo. 
I. Aphrice; Ta. Mo. II. Aphri.; Tabvla Moderna Asiae Minoris; Ta. Ter. Sancte; 
Tab. Moderna Indiae; Tabvla Moderna Indiae Orientalis; Ta. Svperioris Indiae et

Gronlandie et Rvsie; and Orbis Typvs Wniversalis ivxta 
Hydrographorvm Traditionem exactissime depicta 1522. L. F. Most of the maps are 
accompanied by one or two pages of descriptive text, with curious woodcuts, printed on 
the backs. The “ Introdvctorivm Isagogae in libros Geographiae Ptolemaei,” by Lau- 
rentius Phrisius, follows the maps, and comprises eight leaves (sig. S), ending on the 
recto of the eighth, verso blank, with the colophon, 

Laurentius Fries or Phrisius, a physician'and mathematician of Metz, was the editor 
of this edition, to which he added an index of places, annotations on the backs of the 
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maps, and a mathematical appendix. The text, however, was the translation of Jacobus 
Angelus. The introductory epistle of Aucuparius refers to America in the following 
words: “ Quorii omniii Imprimis et n6 vulgari celebradus est honore. Americ? ille Ves- 
puti?: Americe terre. Qua hodie America: Nouii mundi vel Quarta midi parté 
vocat,” etc. A note by Phrisius on the verso of folio 100 contains the first public 
acknowledgment of the labors of Waltzemiiller (“Ilacomylus”) in the preparation of 
the modern maps which first appeared in the edition of 1513, and which served as the 
basis for those in the present edition. They were reéngraved, however, on a smaller 
scale, with the exception of the map inscribed at the top “ Qvinta Asie Tabvla,” which 
is larger than the others, and appears to be the same as that in the edition of 1513. 
Although various alterations and additions were made, they are considered to be inferior 
to the originals in execution and accuracy. Two new maps of India and a new general 
chart were added. The first of the modern maps, “Tabvla Ter. Novae,” resembles 
that in the edition of 1513, of which it is mainly a copy. About fifty-seven names are 
laid down along the coast, which stretches in a continuous line from North Lat. 55° to 
South Lat. 35°. The West Indian islands include about seventeen names. Among 
the inscriptions are Isabella Insvl. and Spagnoba [i.e. Spagnolla] in the West Indies, 
Parias on the northern, and Terra Nova and Terra Papagalli on the southern continent. 
The latter also contains the lines, “Hec terra cum adiacentib9 insulis inuenta est p 
Christoferum | Columbum ianuensem ex mandato Regis Castelle,” with a curious wood- 
cut of the cannibal natives and a certain strange animal. Another inscription relating 
to the discovery of the country is also given, inclosed in a square, underneath the island 

. The two pages of text on the back of this map contain a relation of the 
voyages and discoveries of Columbus. The “Tab. Nova Norbegiae et Gottiae”’ repre- 
sents Engronelant as a peninsula of Europe. The same name also appears in this map 
on a part of the peninsula with Norway. The last map but one, entitled “‘Tabv. Mo. 
Gronlandie et Rvsie,” is really a map of the world, and resembles somewhat the “ Orbis 
Typvs” of the editions of 1513 and 1520. At the top are the words “ Differt sitvs 
orbis Hydrographorym ab eo quem Ptolomevs posvit.” Two small parts of the Amer- 
ican coast are depicted with the names caput. s. crucis and Terra papagalli on the south- 
ern part, while Gronlanda appears as a portion of northern Europe. The final new map 
of the world, “Orbis Typvs Wniversalis ivxta Hydrographorvm Traditionem exactis- 
sime depicta 1522. L. F.,” was the production of Laurentius Fries, whose initials are 
given in the heading. It is a revision, with alterations, of that in the preceding editions, 
and is remarkable as the first map with the name America that appeared in Ptolemy's 
work. This name is inscribed on a portion of the South American continent, together 
with the inscriptions Batoia, Canibales, and Caput. s. cru., above which appear the islands 
ijsabella and Spagnola. It shows no part of North America. These fifty maps were 
reprinted in the editions of 1525, 1535, and 1541, all from the same blocks, with the 
exception of “Qvinta Asie Tabyla;” but the ornamental borders and map titles which 
accompany them differ considerably in the several issues, and were sometimes omitted 
entirely. The account of Palestine, wrongly attributed to Servetus, and which served as 
one of the pretexts for his execution, was first printed in this edition on the map of the 
Holy Land. Mr. Murphy’s copy sold for $55; Leclerc, 1867, 560 francs; Leclerc, 
1878, 300 francs.

A new translation by Wilibald Pirkheimer, accompanied by the annotations of Regio- 
montanus, and said to have been edited by Johann Huttich. The title was printed 
within an ornamental woodcut border, similar to that in the edition of 1522. The ded- 
ication by Bilibaldus Pirckeymherus, dated at “ Norenberge. Kalendis septembris. Anno 
Salutis nostre. M.D. xxiv.,” begins on the verso of the title~page and ends on the verso 
of folio 2. The text in double columns, with 52 lines in a full column, begins on folio 
3, and is surrounded by ornamental woodcut borders. The colophon is on the recto of 
sig. Q8, at the end of the annotations. ‘The 50 woodcut maps were printed from the 
same blocks as those in the 1522 edition, with the exception of the large map “ Qvinta 
Asie Tabvla,” which was reéngraved on a smaller scale, uniform in size with the others. 
They are each on two leaves, with one exception (“ Lotharingia”), and numbered in the 
following order: 1-10. ten of Europe; 11-14. four of Africa; 15—26. twelve of Asia;

This edition was edited by Michael Villanovanus, better known as Servetus, whose 
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preface fills the verso of the title-page, and who also wrote many of the modern descrip- 
tions on the backs of the maps. The dedication by Bilibaldus Pirckeymherus, dated at 
“ Noréberge Kalédis septébris, Anno Salutis nostra. mM. p.xxi.,” begins on the recto 
of sig. a2 and ends on:the verso. The text in double columns, with 56 lines in a full 
column, begins with page 5 on sig. a3, and is followed on the verso of page 149 by a 
table. The woodcut borders and ornaments which surround the map descriptions are 
supposed by some critics to be the work of Hans Holbein and Graf of Basle. The 
50 woodcut maps, sometimes colored, are the same as those in the preceding edition, 
having been printed from the same blocks, and are arranged and numbered in the same 
order. The maps relating to America are as follows: No. 28. Oceani Occidentalis sev 
Terrae Novae Tabvla; No. 34. Norbegia et Gottia; No. 49. Tabv. Nova Orbis, with 
the inscription “ Differt sitvs orbis Hydrographorvm ab eo quem Ptolomevs posvit ;” and 
No. 50. Tabv. totivs orbis, or “Orbis Typvs Wniversalis ivxta Hydrographorvm Tra- 
ditionem exactissime depicta 1522. L. F.”. The account of Columbus and America on 
the back of map 28 closes with the following additional words: “Toto itaq3, quod 
aiunt, aberrat celo qui hac cOtinétem America niicupari contendunt, cum Americus 
multo post Coliibii eandem terra adierit, nec ci Hispanis ille, sed ci Portugallensibus, ut 
suas merces cOmutaret, eo se cOtulit.”. The celebrity of this edition is largely due to its 
association with the trial and execution of its editor, Servetus, in 1553. Many copies of 
this book are said to have been burned at the same time, by the orders of Calvin. One 
of the charges or pretexts brought against Servetus was the alleged authorship of a state- 
ment, printed on the back of map 41 of this edition, reflecting on the climate and soil 
of Palestine. The passage in question, however, was not written by him, but had been 
copied from the same map in the editions of 1522 and 1525. It was omitted in his 
second edition, printed at Vienna in Dauphiné in 1541. Mr. Murphy’s copy sold for

The western por- 
tion of Mexico is laid down under the name of Temistitan on the right side of the map. 
No. 41. “ Schonlandia,” includes Gronlandt id est, virens terra attached to Lapland, with 
Terra noua siue de Bacolbos on the western extremity. No. 45. “ Novae Insvlae” or 
Novvs Orbis, is one of the earliest printed showing both American continents—the

The 50 wood- 
cut maps were printed from the same blocks as those in the editions of 1525 and 1535, 
and are arranged and numbered in the same order. Maps 28, 34, 49 and 50 relate 
partly or wholly to America, with the account of the discoveries of Columbus on the 
back of map 28. The descriptive text was omitted from several of the maps, including 
that relating to Palestine. Many copies of this and of the 1535 edition are said to have 
been burnt by the orders of Calvin at the time of the execution of Servetus.

The 28 
maps were very handsomely engraved on copper, with ornamental borders, and are on 
double pages, with one exception. They comprise the “ Wniversalis Tabvla ivxta Ptole- 
mevm,” ten of Europe, five of Africa (one of which is on a single leaf entitled 
“ Appendix.

The copy described above, 
in the library of the American Geographical Society, was originally owned by Mercator, 
and contains in addition his heart-shaped map of the world in two hemispheres, dated 
1538, uniform in size with the others. This map includes a large portion of both 
American continents, with the inscriptions Americae, Baccalearum regio, Terra florida, etc.

The privileges on 
the verso of the title to the maps are subscribed “‘ Datum Vienne Austrie 26. Maij. 
1578,” and “ Datum 3. Februarij 1578. Bruxelle;” and the dedication, “ Duysburgi 
mense Febr: 1583 -.. Geradus Mercator.” The colophon is on the verso of the last 
leaf of the final index (sig. cz). The 28 copperplate maps, sometimes colored, are the 
same as those printed separately in 1578, and are on double pages, with one exception. 
They comprise the “ Vniversalis Tabvla ivxta Ptolemevm,” ten of Europe, five of Africa 
(one of which is on a single leaf entitled “ Appendix. m1. Tabvlae Afr:,” verso blank), 
and twelve of Asia. These maps were reprinted in 1605 and 1619. 

I am indebted to Mr. John Nicholas Brown, of Providence, for the following descrip- 
tion of a copy of this edition (with the 1578 colophon) in his library, in which the 
maps of Mercator are preceded by four leaves of astronomical maps: ‘The first pair of 
these additional leaves bears a map of the constellations and one of the world, each in 
twelve lozenge-shaped gores. Below four astronomical discs. The second pair of leaves 
bears the one two celestial globes, the other two terrestrial globes, of the northern and 
southern hemispheres, surrounded by elaborate borders in the shape of parallelograms. 
The reverses of these leaves are blank.” A similar copy is also described in F. Muller’s 
catalogues, 1875, No. 3256, and 1877, Nos. 2628-9. Another variety of this edition, 
in the library of the Boston Atheneum, contains the colophon: “ Coloniae Agrippinae | 
Typis Godefridi Kempensis.| Anno Virginei Partus,|m.p.txxxum.,” and the following 
signature marks in the latter part of the volume: the 28 maps on 55 leaves (sig. A-E, 
E again, G-L, K again, M2, O, N, O again, P-Y, Zz, Aa, Bb in twos, and a single leaf 
map between oO and N); and the index to the maps in 15 leaves, followed by one blank 
leaf (sig. a-b in sixes, and c in four), In another copy with the 1584 colophon, in the 
Mercantile Library at Baltimore, the double-page map “ Afr.

The 64 copperplate maps pre- 
pared for this edition, and engraved by Girolamo Porro, are on a smaller scale, and some- 
what better executed than those in the edition of 1562. With two or three exceptions, 
each map fills the verso of a single leaf, with its text beginning on the opposite page.

The portrait of Mercator, engraved 
on copper, is entitled “Gerardi Mercatoris Rvpelmvndani efigiem Annor,. ‘dvorum 
et sex-aginta, svi erga ipsvm stvdii cavsa depingi cvrabat Franc. Hog. cid. 19. LXXIv.,” 
with Latin verses (“In Effigiem carmen”) by Bernardus Furmerius underneath. It rep- 
resents him holding a globe on which are the inscriptions America and Peru, The 28 
copperplate maps are on double pages, with one exception, and are the same as those in 
the editions of 1578 and 1584.

An important and valuable work, containing 47 maps in all. The 28 maps in the 
first part are on double pages, with one exception, and were evidently printed from the 
same plates as those in the editions of 1578, 1584, and 1605. They comprise the 
“Vniversalis Tabvla ivxta Ptolemzum,” ten of Europe, five of Africa (one of which is 
on a single leaf entitled “‘ Appendix. 111. Tabvlae Afr:” verso blank), and twelve of Asia. 
The Peutingerian tables in 4 double-page plates were engraved and published for the 
first time nearly twenty years before, and contain the imprint Antverpiae ¢ Typograpbeto 
nostro. Kal. Decemh, c1>. 19. xcvitt. In some copies the map “Scheda Prior” is accom- 
panied by another entitled “‘ Scheda Posterior,” probably taken from another work. The 
14 maps of Ortelius comprise: Evropa (sig. QQ); Britannice Insvle (RR); Hispania 
SS); Gallia Strabonis (VV); Belgivm (YY); Germania (ZZ); Italia (CCC) ; Sicilia 
DDD); Dacia et Moesia (EEE); Pontvs Evxinvs (FFF); Thracia (GGG); Grecia 
HHH); Africa Propria (III); and Palestina (KKK). The backs of these maps and 
the intervening leaves contain the descriptive text. Most of them had been engraved 
for earlier editions of Ortelius’s Atlas, and some are dated 1590, 1595, 1596, 1603, etc. 
In some copies the maps “ Britannic Insvlae,” “‘ Hispania,”. “ Germania,” “Sicilia,” and 
“ Palestina” are slightly different, and have the descriptive text on the backs in double 
columns, and in larger type—perhaps taken from the 1624 edition of the “Theatri 
Orbis Terrarvm Parergon” of Ortelius. The portrait of Mercator is the same as in the 
edition of 1605. Brunet describes a copy in which the verso of the dedication leaf con- 
tained a portrait of Petrus Bertius. According to Hoffmann and Graesse, some copies 
have only the brief colophon “Anno mpcxvin,” and instead of the extra map “ Appendix. 
ut. Tabylae Afr:,” contain another entitled ‘ Petri Kaerii Germania Inferior.” Other 
copies are without date, and instead of “ Abrahami Ortelii Geographie veteris Tabvle 
aliquot,” have appended the ‘(Theatri Orbis Terrarvm Parergon” of the same author, 
dated 1624, which is described in the note to the edition of 1605, supra. Mr. Murphy’s 
copy of the original issue sold for $35.

book 1. of the text (between sig. dd and ee); the six remaining European maps after 
book mm. (between sig. ii and a); the four African maps after book 1v. (between sig. bg 
and bio); the first five Asian maps after book v. (between sig. d and e); maps 5 to 9 
of Asia after book vr. (between sig. e and f); and maps ro to 12 of Asia after book vi. 
(sig. f). These maps, which are supposed to be the first entirely engraved on copper, 
have some resemblance to those in the misdated Ptolemy of 1462, but are better 
executed. They are inferior, however, to those in the 1478 edition, and differ from 
them, besides, in the peculiar delineation of the mountain chains, which are represented 
in the same manner as bodies of water. The inscriptions were engraved instead of 
punched. It is probable that the book was printed about the year 1480, as duke 
Frederick of Urbino, to whom it was dedicated, died in 1482. The printer, whose 
name appears in the following issue, printed at Florence as early as 1477 and as late as 
1486. There is another variety of this edition, described by Brunet and Graesse, in 
which the text ends on the verso of sig. fg, and the last leaf (f10) is blank instead of 
leaf £8. A copy of the book was priced by Quaritch in 1885 at £42. See also ‘the 
Sobolewski catalogue, No. 1625.

The second issue of Berlinghieri’s metrical version of Ptolemy’s geography differs 
from the first in having a new title printed in red ink on the recto of the original title- 
leaf which contains the old title on the verso, and in the addition of a page of text at 
the end of the book, containing the “ Registro” with the names of the place and 
printer in a colophon below, verso blank. These two pages were evidently printed at a 
later date than the rest of the volume, which in every other respect is identical with 
the preceding edition. The register was probably made and printed before the new title 
was added, as it begins “ Prima Alba; and some copies may have been issued with it 
in that form. The kind of type used in this leaf appears to be the same as that in the 
book itself; and if it was executed by the same printer, cannot be dated later than 1486. 
The new title in red, however, is in a different style of type, and is supposed by some 
critics to have been printed in the early part of the sixteenth century, when title-pages 
had come into general use, for the purpose of helping the sale of the remainder of the 
edition. It certainly has a much later appearance than the rest of the book. The two 
varieties of the first issue are also found in the second. In the Astor library copy the 
last gathering (sig. f ) consists of ten leaves in five sheets. The text ends on the verso 
of fg, and the register and colophon are on the recto of the final leaf (f10), the verso 
of which is blank. The heavy impression of the type in the new title can be seen leg- 
ibly on the recto of the second Jeaf, and that of the page containing the register and 
culophon (f10) also shows plainly on the recto of the other leaf of the same sheet (fr). 
This peculiarity does not appear elsewhere in the volume. In the other variety sig. f 
also consists of ten leaves in five sheets, but leaf £8 is blank, and the text ends on the 
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verso of f10. This is followed by the register and colophon on the recto of the first 
leaf of an appended sheet, of which the second leaf is blank on both sides. A copy of 
this description, containing 188 leaves, including five blank leaves, was sold at Libri’s 
sale at Paris in 1847 (No. 1022) for 461 francs.

The apparent deficiency of two maps (Nos. x1L and x1mM), both of 
which are included in the register with the two extra numbers viF and xK, occurs in all 
the copies that I know of, and also in the edition of 1564; but a comparison with 
the same maps in the Latin edition of 1562, where they are arranged in regular order, 
shows that none are lacking. Ten of them relate either partly or wholly to America, 
as follows: the “Orbis Descriptio” in two hemispheres, containing America 1m orbis 
pars, with North America joined to Asia; vi. “Schonladia Nvova,” representing Green- 
land as a part of Europe; xxix. ‘Tierra Nova,” showing the South American conti- 
nent with Castilla del Oro, Perv Provincia, and Fl Brasil; xxx. “ Brasil ire 2 ar 
““Nveva Hispania ;” xxxu. “ Tierra Nveva,” showing the northern continent with the 
names Tierra del Laborador, Tierra del Bacalaos, Tierra del Nurvmberg, Larcadia, La 
Florida, etc.; xxxin. “Cvba;” xxxumr. “ Spagnola;” xxxv. “ Septentrionalivm Par- 
tivm,” a reproduction of the Zeni map, containing Engrone/ant and Groneland; and the 
“Carta Marina,” a map of the world showing both American continents—the north- 
ern as a part of Asia. The maps were reprinted in the Latin edition of 1562, and in 
the Italian editions of 1564, 1574 and 1599, but with some changes in the latter. The 
*Discorso” of Moleto is sometimes lacking. Mr. Murphy's copy sold for 9. Priced 
by Quaritch, 1880, £2.

The oldest manuscript of the work 
known to be extant—probably made about the year 1200—was published in facsimile 
at Paris in 1867 under the following title: ‘“‘Geographie de Ptolemee, reproduction 
photolithographique de manuscrit Grec du monastere de Vatopedi au Mont Athos, 
exécutée d’aprés les clichés obtenus sous la direction de M. Pierre de Sérvastanoff, pré- 
cédée d'une introduction historique ... par Victor Langlois,” folio, pp. 108, with 27 
colored maps. According to Dibdin (‘ Bibliotheca Spenceriana,” 11. 292-3) Lord 
Spencer’s copy of the Ptolemy of 1475 contained five additional leaves with diagrams, 
commencing on the verso of the first leaf, recto blank, with “ Ymago Mundi Incipit.” 
This description has been copied by several bibliographers, with occasional variations. 
The five leaves, however, do not belong to the book, but furm a part of the works of 
Pierre d’Ailly which was printed a few years later. Winsor cites (from Thomassy, 
“Les Papes Géographes”’) editions of Bologna, 1480, and Florence, 1481. The first 
named may be the Bologna edition with the false date 1462, and the other is per- 
haps intended for the Italian version of Berlinghieri, printed at Florence about that 
time. An edition with 27 copperplate maps, said to be without indication of place or 
date, but printed about the year 1500, is mentioned by Graesse on the authority of the 
Butsch catalogue. This was probably a copy of the 1490 edition, lacking the final 
treatise “ De locis,” which contained the colophon. Of the 1490 edition, the copy 
described by Dibdin (‘ Descriptive Catalogue,” 1823, pp, 105-6) contained the 32 
maps of the 1486 edition, and the copy collated by Hain (‘‘ Repertorium Bibliographi- 
cum”) was imperfect, lacking seven maps. The descriptions given by Harrisse of the 
editions of 1511, 1513, 1520, 1522, 1535, 1541, 1542, and 1545, differ more or less 
from those given above, and in several cases seem to have been made trom imperfect 
copies. Hiarrisse also gives a title (‘ Bibliotheca Americana Vetustissima,” No. 165) 
under the year 1532, of “ Ptolomei||Tabule Geo||graphice||Cum Edndaui annol[tatio- 
nibus eggre||gie illustrate.|]," which was afterwards copied in the ‘Supplément” to 
Brunet’s ** Manuel du Libraire,” and in Winsor’s “ Bibliography of Prolemy’s Geog- 
raphy.” The book thus described is nothing more than a copy of Ziegler’s ‘‘ Quae intvs 
continentvr. Syria, ad Ptolomaici operis rationem,” etc., Argentorati apud Petrum Opili- 
onem. M.D. XxXx11., in the collections of Buckingham Smith, now a part of the library 
of the New York Historical Society. The fly-leaf preceding the printed title-page con- 
tains in manuscript the title given by Harrisse, handsomely engrossed with pen and ink. 
The word Eandaui should be Landaui, however, and the printed title is in its proper 
place in the volume as well as in Harrisse, No. 170. The edition of Basiliae, 1555, 
given by Winsor on the authority of Miiller (“ Catalogue,” 1877, No. 2626), was prob- 
ably a copy of the edition of 1545, with which the description seems to agree. The 
1715 edition quoted from Lelewel by Winsor, is merely a reference to a list entitled “In 
sequentes varias Geographie Claudii Ptolemzi Lectiones,” pp. 611-758 of Bernard de 
Montfaucon’s “ Bibliotheca Cuisliniana, olim Segueriana,” Paristis, M. DCC. Xv. Santa- 
rem (in the ‘ Bulletin de la Société de Géographie,” vin. 175-6, Paris, 1837) gives a 
brief list of * vingt-cing éditions de Ptolémée que nous avons consultées, depuis celle de 
1§11 jusqu’a celle de 1584,” which includes several not mentioned elsewhere. The list, 
however, contains so many evident errors that it cannot be relied on as an authority in 
this respect.

The engraved frontispiece is surrounded by an elaborate border, containing at the top 
five vignettes, on each side fifteen medallion portraits, making thirty in all, and at the 
bottom a map of the world in two hemispheres, between which is a portrait of Samuel 
Purchas.

The small map of the world on Mercator’s pro- 
jection usually found.on p. 65 of book 1, and entitled ‘ Designatio Orbis Christiani”™ 
with the heading “ Hondivs his Map of the Christian World,” is not the map which 
belongs there, but a duplicate of that on page 115 of the same book. Some copies, 
however, including that in the Grenville collection, have this leaf canceled and its place 
supplied by another leaf containing the right map, which is in two hemispheres and 
entitled “*Typus Orbis Terrarum,” with the heading “* Hondivs his Map of the World” 
and this inscription below: ‘* Domini est terra & plenitudo ejus, orbis terrarum, & uni- 
versi qui habitant in eo. Psalmo 24.” This agrees with the list of “ Maps and 
Peeces” in volume 1., which refers to **Map of the World p. 65,” and “ Christian 
World p. 115." The same map (Typus Orbis Terrarum) also appears on pape 39 of 
the “ Pilgrimage” of 1626. 

A copy of this volume in Harvard College Library contains an earlier impression of 
the engraved frontispiece, dated 1624 instead of 1625. A copy with a 1624 frontis- 
piece is also noted in the sale catalogue of the Sunderland library, sold in 1882, No. 
10376. There are other variations in different copies of this volume, caused by the 
cancelation and reprinting of several leaves in order to modify some aspersions on 
the Dutch. Concerning this matter the author has “A Note touching the Dutch,” 
following the preface, in which he says that “The necessitie of a Historie is, as of a 
sworne Witnesse, to say the truth, all the truth (in iust discretion) and nothing but 
the truth. This I have indeuoured in the whole Worke. But, weritas odium parit. 
Some perhaps will blame me for relating some Truths, specially the Dutch Zelots, in 
that I haue related such abuses of some of that Nation in the East Indies and Green- 
land to the English there, as if I sought like an ynseasonable and yncharitable Tale- 
bearer to raise discord betwixt Neighbours. I answere that no Nation is in this World 
so pure, but hath both officious members, and some bad members also as Diseases 
thereof; ... I question not, but that the Exg/ish haue also such, and such wee haue 
occasionally noted, Fugitives, Apostataes, Theeues, Murtherers, &c. which yet are not 
Nationall faults, but personall, ... If the Dutch haue such also, in the History of both 
1 must mention both, and yet protest before God ... that I am not guiltie to my selfe 
of hatred to that Nation, yea in these Discourses I haue honoured it with and before 
others, following them round about the World to that purpose. And for this cause I 
haue omitted some odious Greenland Relations, haue altered and reprinted some more 
offensive generall speeches disgorged by the passionate loosers, with Titles on the tops 
of pages, intended to Offenders, but in such vnwarie termes as might by ill willers be 
extended to the whole Nation: yea, I had purposed to omit many things printed 
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alreadie, rather leauing a yaoua, then causing a Chaos, but that since the sore hath 
broken out by that terrible Tragedie at Amboyna,” etc. 

Some alterations were made in signature Tt of book m1, which is paged irregularly 
217, 218, 219, 220, 223, 224, 225, 226, 225, 226, 227, 228, in the Lenox and Har- 
vard copies. The last marginal note on page 217, which in the earlier impressions 
reads ‘‘Eshins stones of Cathay” (as in the Lenox copy), was corrected to read “ Eshim 
stones of Cathay”’ (as in the Astor copy). In making the correction, however, the 
signature mark “Tt,” which belongs at the bottom of this page, was omitted—evidently 
by accident, as the following leaf bears the mark “Tt2.” Two alterations were also 
made in the pagination of this signature; page 220 was numbered 222, and the second 
page 225 numbered 227, thus reading pp. 217, 218, 219, 222, 223, 224, 225, 226, 
227, 226, 227, 228, as in the Astor copy. Pages 703-706 (sig. Mmmm4 and 
Mmmms) were entirely reprinted. In the first issue the head-line on page 704 reads 
“ Hollanders lying deuices, to disgrace the English.” In the reprint it was altered to 
“ Amboyna taken by the Dutch. Ingratitude. Boasting.” In the first issue the forty- 
eighth and forty-ninth lines on page 704 read: “ches of our Nation, and all other 
Christian Princes (a iust consideration for all Nations to thinke|what this insolent 
frothy *Nation will doe, if they attaine to the possession of the East Indies) ;”’ but in 
the reprint this sentence ends with the words ** ches of our Nation, &c.”—the remain- 
der of the original sentence being omitted. Two marginal notes on the same page 
were also omitted in the reprint: the first, ‘‘ Peeuishnesse|of the Dutch.|Their bragges 
Jand lies;” the second in fourteen lines beginning with ‘** Vnderstand,” etc., and 
referring to the word “¢* Nation” in the sentence quoted above. In the first issue, the 
first paragraph of Chap. xv. on p. 706 begins with the words “ Forasmuch as Banda,” 
etc.; but in the reprint it reads ‘*Considering that Banda.” Other changes were also 
made in the text on the same page. Some copies with these reprinted leaves contain 
also printed slips with the words “ English Voyages to the East Indies,” pasted over 
each of the following objectionable head-lines: ‘*The Hollanders Triumph over the 
English,” on p. 320; “The Hollanders spightfulnesse to the English,” on p. 359; 
“ Abuses offered by the Hollanders to the English,” on p. 409; ‘‘ Dutch transportations 
and abuses: English ships and Factories,” on p. 533; ‘The Hollanders brauado’s 
against the English,” on p. 609; ‘* Heathens more kind then Hollanders, to the Eng- 
lish,” on p. 614; “ Hollanders brags to the English. Description of Polaroone,” on p. 
616; ‘ Dutch iniuries offered to the English,” on p. 634; ‘Infidels more pitifull, then 
the Dutch Christians,” on p. 662; ‘*The Deuill a Lyer and Murtherer. Dutch force 
and fraud,” on p. 667; ** Dutch crueltie. Their lying deuices,” on p. 669; ‘ Ludgate 
or Newgate prisoners more happy then we,” on p. 673; ‘‘ English loue and aide to the 
Dutch, ill requited,” on p. 686; “The Hollanders will doe no right, nor take no 
wrong,” on p. 717. 

For many of the details in the above description of this volume, and also for memo- 
randa on the varieties in the text, I am indebted to Dr. Moore of the Lenox Library; 
those relating to pages 704 and 706 are from Mr. Lenox’s manuscript notes in his copy 
of the earlier issue of the volume. The Astor copy also contains the original pp. 703- 
706; and there is a copy with the alterations and reprinted leaves in the library of the 
New York Historical Society. The engraved frontispiece is often lacking, or its place 
supplied by Pickering’s facsimile. The following is the second part :

The five volumes of the set in the 
Lenox Library are of about equal height, measuring 1334 inches on the leaf. Mr.

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caption on page 1 begins with the words: ‘‘ The Meritorious Price of Mans Redemp- 
tion,” etc. It was published on or about June 2, 1650, according to a manuscript 
Memorandum on a copy in the Thomason collection in the British Museum, and on 
the arrival of some copies in New England, the General Court of Massachusetts ordered 
(October 15, 1650) that “the sajd booke now brought ouer be burnt by the executioner, 
or such other as the magistrates shal! appointe, (the party being willing to do it,) in the 
market place in Boston, on the morrow immedjately after the lecture.” On October 
16th it was resolved’ by the Court that “ Wee doe heereby condemne the sajd bookes to 
be burned in the market place at Boston by the marshall, which was done accordingly.” 
It was also ordered “ that the declaration published yesterday, concerning the booke sub- 
scribed by the name of William Pinchon, in New England, Gent’, shall be signed by 
the Secretary, and sent into England, to be printed there,” and ‘that Mr John Norton, 
of Ipswich, be intreated to answer Mr Pinchons booke.” The author was also sum- 
‘moned to appear before the next General Court. See Massachusetts Records, Vol. nt., 
pp- 215-216, 239, 248; Vol. 1v., part 1., pp. 29, 30, 48, 49, 56,72. Roger Williams 
regarded the treatment of the author and his work as a discovery of “what liberty con- 
science hath in this land.” It is a volume of extreme rarity. In the copy described 
above, now in the library of Mr. S. L. M. Barlow, of New York, pages 35, 46, 47, 
134, and 135, were misnumbered 53, 47, 46, 136, and 137; and in Mr. Brinley’s copy, 
which sold for $205, the same misnumberings occur, with several variations, besides, as 
follows: page 56 was not numbered, and pages 154, 155, and 158, were misnumbered 
148, 149, and 152. In every other respect the two copies seem to be alike, page for 
page.

The first page contains fifty lines of text, not counting the heading ‘‘ Sefior” nor the 
catchword “y mu-;” the second page contains fifty-five lines, with catchword “ La ;” 
the third page contains fifty-four lines, with catchword “ gofiosas ;” and the fourth page 
contains thirty-nine lines. The preliminary paragraph in fourteen lines is followed by 
eight other paragraphs, numbered 1 to 8 in small Arabic numerals. The two leaves are 
also numbered. This memorial in Spanish, addressed to the king of Spain, gives an 
account of the discovery of the southern continent or “Terra Australis Incognita” by 
Don Pedro Fernandez de Quiros. The only copy of this edition known to be extant is 
in the Grenville Library, British Museum. For the title and description I am indebted 
to Mr. Henry N. Stevens of London. According to Purchas it was first printed at 
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Seville in 1610; and it is said on doubtful authority, to have been suppressed by order of 
king Philip m. Another edition in Spanish, printed at Pamplona in 1610, 4 leaves in 
quarto, and of equal rarity with the above, was in a London bookseller’s catalogue in 
1873, but is now in the public library at Melbourne, Australia.

The above is the first edition of this work, according to Asher, “ Henry Hudson the 
Navigator,” pp. 267-8. There is another variety, probably issued afterwards, and some- 
times with 23 instead of 24 leaves (sig. A in six, B—E in fours, and F in one), in which 
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the two leaves concerning Hudson’s discoveries, “ Relatio Super detectione novi ad Cau- 
rum transitus,” were taken from the end of the volume and placed between the “ Pro- 
legomena” and Quir’s “ Relatio” (i.e. between sig. A and B), and the accompanying 
title “ Descriptio ac delineatio Geographica” prefixed to the volume instead of the other 
title, which was either omitted or (as in the Huth copy) placed at the beginning of 
Quir’s “ Relatio,” in front of sig. B. For the full title of this reissue see Vol. viti., No. 
33490. In other respects the two are alike. A copy in the Lenox Library is arranged 
in a still different manner, as follows: Title, “‘ Descriptio ac delineatio Geographica,” 1 
leaf; “ Relatio Super detectione novi ad Caurum transitus,” 2 leaves; 1 blank leaf; 3 
Maps; title, “ Exemplar Libelli supplicis,” 1 leaf; ‘In tractatus sequentes Prolegomena,” 
3 leaves (sig. Az, etc.); “Relatio Memorialis,” 6 leaves; “ Apographum,” 4 leaves; 
“Ttinerum,” 7 leaves, followed by 1 blank leaf. Perfect copies are very rare. Mr.

This Latin translation of Raleigh’s account of his voyage to Guiana was probably 
printed subsequently to the German version of the same year (No. 67562, infra), which 
forms the fifth part of the series of voyages published by Hulsius. Page 2 is misnum- 
bered 6 in the Lenox copy. The map and plates are the same as those in the German 
version. The map represents the northern part only of South America, with the date 
1599. The plates, which are arranged in the following order, contain on the upper 
corners the page numbers opposite, which they belong: Map of ‘Mare del Nort,” 
“Terra di Paria,” etc., p. 4; Plate of “Simi Vulpa,” “ Armadilio,” etc., p. 5; Plate 
of the town of “Manoa odel Dorado,” p. 7; Plate of a group of natives seated and 
carousing, p. 11; Plate of Amazons shooting at two men suspended to a tree, Pp. 143 
Plate of two headless men, p. 15. Improved title of our No. 33659, Vol. vi. Per- 
fect copies are very rare.

The first Jeaf contains only the letter A within a typographical ornament, printed on 
the lower margin of the recto. On the verso of the title is a woodcut of the Royal 
Arms. The King’s commission to Sir Walter Raleigh for the voyage to South America 
in 1617, fills pp. 9-24; the account of his actions during that expedition and until his 
return, pp. 25-43; and the last division, beginning “‘ Vpon Saterday the 25. Iuly,” etc., 
pp. 45-68. Pages 8 and 44 are blank, and there is no colophon. The “ Declaration” 
is an attempt to justify the execution of Sir Walter Raleigh in 1618, nominally under 
the sentence imposed on him in 1603. Dr. Brushfield, in his bibliography of Raleigh 
in the “Western Antiquary,” v. 219, says: ‘A copy of the letter from Sir Robert 
Naunton to the Marquis of Buckingham ... shows the date of publication to have been 
November 27th, 1618; and relates particulars of the great haste of the Government to 
publish both it and Sir Lewis Stukeley’s petition. ... According to Edwards (1., 654-5, 
715), Lord Bacon suggested it, ‘ penned it and published it ;’ and he attempts to exon- 
erate the king, not only from all knowledge of it, but from any blame attaching to it. 
Apart from the extreme improbability of this, we have the following distinct statement 
of Lord Bacon, in a letter to Buckingham, under date November 22nd, 1618 :—‘ We 
have put the Declaration touching Ralegh to the press, with bis Mayesty’s additions, 
which were very material, and fit to proceed from bis Majesty.” 

There are two varieties of this edition in the Lenox Library. In the copy described 
above pages 66 and 67 are misnumbered 62 and 63, and the last-line (including catch- 
word) on page 65 is “ Maiesties Iustice, and the rest, euidently prooued.” In the other 
copy pages 65, 66, 67, and 68, are misnumbered 61, 62, 63, and 64, and the line 
“« Maiesties Iustice,” etc., is transposed to the top of the next page (misnumbered 62). 
Mr. C. H. Kalbfleisch has a copy in which pages 65 and 68 are misnumbered 61 and 
64, and in which the above-mentioned line of text comes at the bottom of page 65 
(misnumbered 61). In other respects the three copies appear to agree page for page and 
line for line.

Dr. Brushfield says that “in a letter from Sir R. Naunton to the Marquis of -Buck- 
ingham, dated November 27th, 1618, ... Stucley’s petition is stated to have been pub- 
lished on the previous day.” The “ Declaration” was reprinted in Cayley’s life of Ra- 
leigh, and in Spedding’s edition of Lord Bacon’s works, vol. vi., pp. 384-413; and 
both it and the petition were reprinted in the “ Harleian Miscellany,” and in Somers’s

Three different editions of this book were printed in the same year, in all of which 
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there are many variations in the spelling and typography, although their contents appar- 
ently agree page for page and nearly line for line. The following are a few of the 
peculiarities of the edition described above: pages 13, 43, 74, 78, 82, 83, 86 and 87, 
are respectively misnumbered 31, 41, 76, 74, 92, 93, 96 and 97; page 102 is not num- 
bered, and the vignette at the top is different from that in the next following edition 
(No. 67552), but is like that in No. 67554; the third line of the first page of the 
dedication begins with the word “singular,” and the sixth line with “ miralls;” the 
heading of the dedication is printed “* The Epistle Dedicatory”” twice, and “The Epistle 
Dedicatry” once; the fourth line from the bottom of the eighth page of the dedication 
begins with “died phrase, forme, nor fashion;” the eighth line of page 3 begins with 
“ing the riuer Carone;” the seventh line of page 5 is ‘‘ from the saide coast;” the 
sixth line of page 9 is “cared for in a sort farre more differing ;” the twelfth line of 
page 60 begins “vpon it, there;” the last words on page 73 are “ Wee there-;” and 
the last line of text on page 104 is “‘ ment of the indifferent reader.” Another edition 
as follows:

This edition differs from one or both of the others in the following and in many 
other respects: pages 21, 82, 83, 86, 87, 92, 93 and 99, are respectively misnumbered 
12, 92, 93, 95, 97, 98, 90 and 935 page 102 is not numbered, and the vignette at the 
top is different from that used in both of the other editions; the third line of the first 
page of the dedication begins with the word “singular,” and the sixth line with 
“ miralls ;” the heading of the dedication is printed “The Epistle Dedicatory” three 
times; the fourth line from the bottom of the eighth page of the dedication begins 
with “studied prase, frome, nor fashion;” the eighth line of page 3 begins “the 
riuer Carone;” the seventh line of page 5 is “me from the said coast ;” the sixth line 
of page 9 is “red for in a sort farre more differing ;” the twelfth line of page 60 begins 
on it, there ;” the last words on page 73 are “ We there ;” and the last line of text 
on page 104 is “of the indifferent reader.”

The following peculiarities will serve to distinguish this edition: pages 82, 83, 86 and 
87, are respectively misnumbered 92, 93, 96 and 97; page 102 is numbered, and the 
ornamental vignette at the top is different from that in No. 67552, but is like that in 
No. 675513 the third line of the first page of the dedication begins with the word 
“singuler,” and the sixth line with ‘ mirals ;” the heading of the dedication is printed 
“The Epistle Dedicatorie” three times; the fourth line from the bottom of the eighth 
page of the dedication begins with “‘ died phrase, forme, nor fashion ;” the eighth line 
of page 3 begins “sing the riuer Carone;” the seventh line of page 5 is “‘ from the said 
coast ;” the sixth line of page 9g is “cared for in a sort farre differing ;” the twelfth line 
of page 60 begins “it, there ;” the last words on page 73 are ‘¢ Wee therefore ;” and 
the last line of text on page 104 is “ ment of the indifferent reader.” 

The following remarks on two of the editions, by John Payne Collier in his  Bib- 
liographical Account of Early English Literature” (American edition), mm. 268-71, will 
apply to all three editions: “’Fhat there were two distinct impressions of the above work 
there can be no doubt, although the important circumstance has been passed over with- 
out notice by all Raleigh’s biographers, and has only recently been touched upon, when 
“some trifling typographical differences’ were alluded to, but not pointed out. The fact 
is, that Raleigh’s Discovery of Guiana’ was reprinted in 1596, from the first page to 
the last, and the typographical differences are to be reckoned by thousands, many of 
them upon each page, and some of considerable interest. The title-pages of the two 
editions, to a cursory observer, look like the same; but we have both before us while 
we write, and we find that there are at least a dozen variations in the fore-fronts only: 
on the third page of the Dedication nearly forty changes were made, and they extend 
even to the manner in which the_initials of the author were appended in both instances. 
In the whole there are about 200 differences of typography in those eight leaves. Of 
course we cannot go minutely over the whole work, but in the last sentence of the body 
of it we detect a proportionate number of changes, not indeed altering the sense, but 
proving that every line in the book was recomposed. The fact is important, because it 
shows that the interest taken in the subject was so great, directly after Raleigh’s return, 
that whatever number of copies was struck off in the first instance (and we may well 
believe it to have been large) it was insufficient to satisfy public curiosity. The names, 
especially of the Spaniards and Peruvians, are differently spelt in the two impressions ; 
words are now and then omitted which are absolutely necessary to the sense, and the 
tense of verbs in not a few cases amended. In both editions Robinson, the printer, may 
be said to have done his work well, considering the haste, and the nature and imperfect- 
ness of his materials in the first instance. The second impression shows that compara> 
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tively few typographical errors were committed in it; and we find that on the 2d May 
following Robinson was employed to print and publish copies of Sir W. Raleigh’s patent 
for granting licenses for the sale of wines. The date is important, since’it proves how 
soon after Raleigh's return from Guiana he obtained this valuable concession.” Copies 
were priced by a London bookseller in 1880 at £20, and in 1885 at £50. The work 
was reprinted in Hakluyt’s collection of voyages, 1599, Vol. 11.; in Raleigh’s ‘“ Works” 
(1751, 1829), and in the 1820 edition of his ‘ History of the World;” in Cayley’s 
“Life of Sir Walter Ralegh;” in the Hakluyt Society’s volume for 1848; and in E. J. 
Payne’s “‘ Voyages of the Elizabethan Seaman (London, 1880). For a Latin translation 
see No. 67546, supra, and for the German and Dutch versions see Nos. 67556, 67558, 
67562-66 and 67595-97, infra.

They 
are in the copies at the Boston Atheneum and Boston Public Library, but are lacking 
in the Harvard College copy, which contains the three woodcut maps of the edition of 
1554 inserted in their place.

Ramusio’s collection of voyages is one of the earliest and most important. It was 
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edited with great care, and includes several relations not printed elsewhere. The third 
volume relates almost entirely to America. It was the intention of Ramusio to publish 
a fourth volume, but the plan was interrupted by his death in 1557. The preface to 
the third edition of the first volume (1563), and the introduction to the account of 
Peru in the third volume, both contain references to this proposed continuation. The 
most complete editions of the several volumes are: vol. 1., 1554, and the reprints of 
1563, 1588, 1606, and 1613; vol. 11., 1583, and the reprint of 1606; and vol. m1., 
1606. Some bibliographers have mentioned editions of vol. 1. dated 1564 and 1613, 
and of vol. m1. dated 1613; but I have found no proof of their existence.

Upon our arrival a Court was called to con- 
sult how they should proceed, and it was carryed in the general, that they should defend 
their Charter at Law, and resolved they were to defend it; which was all the answer 
that my Brother could get from them. So he resolv’d to Embarque upon the first ship 
bound for England, which was a small Pink called the Adventure, John Balston Mas- 
ter, belonging to New-England. The 12 of December we imbarqued,” etc.

This is the first edition, as is expressly stated in the colophon. The verso of the 
woodcut title-page is blank. On the recto of the third leaf is another large woodcut, 
and on the verso a poem in twenty-two lines with the heading, “Suo Gregorio Reisch 
generosi Comitis|de Zolrn alumno: Adam Vuenherus|Temarensis.

The woodcut map of the world has no outside border, but is surrounded by twelve 
heads with inscriptions, representing and naming the different winds. The engraved 
part measures 1614 by 11 inches. It shows Europe, Asia and Africa—the latter with 
the eastern coast line continued along the bottom and side of the map until it joins with 
Asia. On the lower part is the inscription which has been supposed to refer to the dis- 
covery of America: ‘Hic non terra sed mare est: in quo mire magnitudinis Insule, 
sed Ptolemee fueriit incognite.” There is no allusion, however, to this matter in the 
book. West of Africa are the Insule fortunate. The work is a sort of hand-book or 
encyclopedia of natural and moral philosophy, presented in dialogue form and illustrated 
with a large number of woodcuts. The twelve books in which it is divided relate to 
grammar, logic, rhetoric, artificial memory, correspondence, arithmetic, music, geometry, 
astronomy, cosmography, astrology, natural philosophy, chemistry, alchemy, botany, 
optics, mental philosophy, theology, and moral philosophy. The numerous editions 
which were published attest its popularity as a text-book during the early part of the 
sixteenth century. The map is often lacking. Denis, Panzer, Hain and some other 
bibliographers mention a supposed edition of Heidelberg, 1496—a mistake which origin- 
ated from an imperfect description of the edition published at Strassburg by Schott jn

“This is the most extraordinary and valuable collection of material, relating to the 
history and life of the Indians ever made. It is composed of the narratives of a class 
of men who, two centuries before what we boastingly term civilization, had prostrated 
the forests and exterminated their free occupants,—explored the vast territories covered 
by them, recorded the peculiarities of their natives, and in many instances bestowed the 
blessings of Christianity upon them. These Relations, for many years looked upon 


through the haze of sectarian distrust, were lightly esteemed by the students of Amer- 


ican history, but the more their character and statements were investigated, the more 
important and valuable they appeared. They have become the sources from which we 
must draw almost all the historic material of New York and Canada, during the first 
century and a half of their exploration by Europeans. From the manuscript Relations 
sent to the head of the Order, small editions were printed in twelverno by the Cramoisy 
Press. Copies of these have become exceedingly rare. It is not known that a perfect 
series exists in any library, although several collectors have closely approached complete- 
ness. The library of the Canadian government at Quebec had nearly the number 
forming the series, when its collection was destroyed in the great conflagration of 1854.
